Big Volume Business 

Specifically, Hunter and his associate, Robert Taylor, 
point out that Fulton County carries from 950 to 1,000 
families per month on its general relief rolls, a big-volume 
business that eats up from $3,000,000 to $3,500,000 per year. 
They are the unemployables and the marginal unemploy- 
ables who are either unable to work or so nearly incom- 
petent that they are the last to be employed and the first 
to be let off. 

“They are the poor that are always with us,” Hunter 
says with a twisted smile of apology. “They are the 
perennial misfits. Actually, in many cases they are the 
price we pay for our industrial progress. Many of them 
are actually second-generation reliefers.” 


It Has Never Been Done 

Now these people, Hunter maintains, are living, or 
trying to, on about one-fourth the budget they are per- 
mitted in Chicago. A family of three, under normal cir- 
cumstances here, would be expected to make ends meet 
on $40 or so a month.

Yesterday’s announcement by Acting 
Gov. Thompson that $800,000 is being 
made available for the construction of two 
new buildings at Milledgeville State Hos- 
pital will be welcomed by every Georgian 
familiar with the deplorable physical con- 
dition of too great a portion of that fa- 
cility. 


Through the years, the Milledgeville 
buildings have fallen into disrepair. Al- 
Ways over-crowded and usually operating 
on a per patient appropriation miserably 
inadequate, the hospital has long since 
become outmoded and, in some instances, 
actually dangerous to those confined 
therein. 


In recent years, of course, efforts have 
been made to improve the physical plant. 
Numerous new buildings have _ been 
erected in the past 10 years. But even so, 
a number of the dilapidated structures re- 
main in use, a constant hazard to life and 
limb. 


Georgia is fortunate that none of these 
fire-traps has burned with tremendous 
loss of life. As it is, patients have been 
subjected to inexcusable inconveniences 
on account of the institution’s inade- 
quacies. 

It is a sad commentary on the status of 
our civilization that such conditions have 
been allowed to exist. It is a terrible in- 
dictment of our habitual apathy that, 
while we have managed ever-increasing 
appropriations for education and cultural 
institutions, we have kept our mentally 
ill cooped up in dilapidated fire-traps unfit 
for human habitation. 

Milledgeville’s two new dormitories will 
not solve the institution’s growing needs. 
Far from it. But they at least will be a 
contribution. And they will serve as cong 
crete evidence of the fact that we are not 
unmindful of our obligation to provide 
safe and livable hospital facilities for those 
unfortunates who must be committed to 
such.

Andrei Vishinsky, Joseph Stalin and 
other masters of the Kremlin will fail to 
find comfort in the latest figures on the 
American economic machine published by 
the Department of Labor. 

Mr. Vishinsky, it will be recalled, made 
a hit with his constituents in Russia the 
other day when he used the United Na- 
tions General Assembly as a sounding 
board to charge that the United States 
economy could not maintain full employ- 
ment except on a war basis.

There was 
enough of human will and courage in the skies to create their own 
destiny as the RAF fought that fight.

There had been built the most flimsy block houses at critical 
road junctions. But, later, when they learned about weapons, the 
British were to look at them and feel like weeping or crying, per- 
haps both. Men were prepared to defend them when they, the 
block houses, would have stopped nothing but the 30-caliber weapons 
of World War I. They, and home guards with hunting guns, old 
revolvers and the like, waited. 

So in Berlin a jubilant German staff gave thé word. 

The Luftwaffe, singing, ““‘Today we sail against England, tomor- 
row the world,” took off.

In the terrible agony of those daylight raids, the Germans lost 


2.375 bombers against a loss of only 375 British aircraft. 


Radar saved them. They had it farther advanced than 
the Germans. This enabled them to detect the start of a 
German raid and be there to meet it by plotting its course. 

The Germans cursed their intelligence which had located, so 
it thought, all the few British squadrons. But, said the returning 
bombers, wherever they struck, the British were in the air to meet 
them. It was, every day, morning and afternoon, the same small 
group of British fighters. 

Finally, the Germans gathered themselves for one great, final 
effort by day. They sent all they had. The British, in one great 
swirling fight, knocked down 286 in one running fight. 

The Germans came no more by day. 

They began the steady, pounding attack by night, with explo- 
sives and fire. 


Margin {[ remember this commander who said to us one evening: 

“You know how many ‘ready’ aircraft there were in all 
Britain when that last big day was done?” 

We shook our heads. 

“Twenty-six,” he said, “in all Britain,’ and here at the Spitfire 
factory we had a dozen more about ready for testing next day.” 

., Recently, there was found a German document dated December 
3, 1940. It said: “Britain is not beaten. Her will to fight and resist 
is not yet broken... .” 

There is many an American young man back at school, or at his 
job, and going home to wife and family, who would be dead in a 
grave beyond the seas or missing in the depths.of the seas them- 
selves but for that great September of 1940... there are goods and 
food and unharmed cities that are ours because of that September 
and the men who fought in its skies. 

I wish we could all capture again the great high spirituality of 
it and could find a way to live in unity as we fought. 

It will be a poor, selfish person, indeed, who ever forgets the 
Battle of Britain.

Everybody reads them. Murder mystery sto- 
ries. They seem to be the one type of escapist 

) reading which is universally popular. 

I read them, just as everybody else. When I meet someone for 
the first time, I always try to mention this habit of whodunit read- 
ing. It seems to me that, without exception, everybody grins and 
says, “Why, I read ’em, too.” 

I don’t suppose these volumes make the best seller lists. Or, if 
they do, only very rarely. The books that are bought by hundreds 


of thousand copies are the romantic novels. 

: I suppose there are, occasionally, instances of real 
In Real Life life crime and detection which, in suspense and 
thrill, rival the best the sleuths of fiction can accomplish. Some- 
how, though, real life murder, real life detectives, lack the glamor 
the printed word throws around the crimes and characters you 
meet inside the pages of a book. The very fact that the crime and 
the gore, the thrill and the suspense are restricted to the imagina- 
tion, removes the sordid taint. 

During my work as a reporter it fell to my lot to hear and 
report many murder trials. The one I remember, however, was 
the one I attended as a spectator only.

Those who argue, pro or con, 
seem to have no definite know- 
ledge of the matter. It is a case 
of the blind leading the blind. And 
much that is printed as fact is 
nothing more than opinion. 

One writer who has the nation’s 
respect used facts and figures to 
make England’s economic status 
look very bad; Another reporter, 
recently returned from England, 
wrote a piece to contradict the 
first and convinced us that the 
English people are suffering no 
hardship and need no sympathy. 

His piece was convincing,,. if 
not examined too closely, but it 
proved nothing except the power 
of suggestion. It made definite 
statements, yet failed to provide 
a single definite fact to support 
them. 

FOR EXAMPLE, it said that 
England has “beel, pork or mut- 
ton, of which each person gets a 
fair share.”’ That sounds good, but 


‘what is a fair share? One pound 
}a day or one pound a week? 


It said “all sausage must con- 
tain a certain percentage of either 
beef or pork.” That is a reason- 
able and familiar arrangement, 
Jut just what is the required per- 


centage of meat? Is it 5 percent 
or 40 percent? And what is the 
remaining 95 or 60 percent? 

It said England has hens which 
lay eggs, and these, although 
scaree, “are fairly distributed.”’ 
But fair distribution may not pre- 
vent hunger. (A Britik house- 
wife recently wrote that she is al- 
lowed one egg a week.)

A Popular State 
Education Service 


We sat in a darkened movie room alone, ex- 
cept for our guide, to preview some pictures. 

7 The first was one of the most dramatic short 
movies we have ever seen—showing Abraham Lincoln preparing 
the Gettysburg Address, the unusual reception the speech got 
and some human characteristics of the President who wanted to 
mould the Union back together. The second was a frightening film 
showing that the world must live in peace or be destroyed by 
atomic power. Far different from the dramatic historical film on 
Lincoln and the atomic energy film was the third picture. It was 
a biological movie showing the workings of the nervous system. 
The three movies lasted a total of less than 45 minutes. 

We were not taking over the duties of Movie Critic Paul Jones. 
We were visiting one of the most unique and yet one of the most 
popular phases of State Government—education by movies. The 
studio is in the University of Georgia’s General Extension Division 


headquarters on Ivy Street. 

The Extension Service possesses one of the 
One of Largest largest film libraries in the nation. It sends 
educational movies to Georgia schools, churches and homes and 
also serves subscribers in 37 other States—going as far away as 
Hawaii. Started in 1929, it has increased steadily until today it 
possesses 1,354 different titles of films. Students in small commu- 
nities like Hiawassee, Summerville and Edison and scholars in 
metropolitan colleges like Emory, Georgia Tech and Agnes Scott 
in Atlanta see movies from this film library in their school pro- 
jection room. A total of 800 schools are served in addition to 
churches and civic groups. 

Like private motion picture operators, Georgia school teachers 
select and rent their film to show to their audiences. The selection 
is made from a catalogue and from a news letter issued by the 
Extension Service, giving short reviews of the movie. The teacher 
can come to the Ivy Street Building to preview the film, or she can 
preview it with other faculty members in her school before showing 
it to the class. Teacher and student reactions to the film are taken 
to help the Extension Service in picking new films. The teacher 
tells whether the’ movie is closely aligned with the studies, and the 
students show whether they enjoy the picture. 

Last year 1,700.000 persons saw movies from 


Draws Crowds the Extension Service's library. Thus far this 
year the attendance is increasing 45 percent over last year. This 
new method of education—audio-visual—is growing rapidly in Geor- 
gia, according to Mrs. Hubert Harris, Assistant Director of the Ex- 
tension Division. She is busy now booking up schools with films for _ 
the entire year—bookings that will send movies to some students 
twice a week. Movies dramatizing science, history, health, geogra- 
phy, mathematics and religion make education easier, she says. 
They make exciting with technicolor and sound and story subjects 
like soil erosion which might be drab otherwise. In addition, of 
course, there are some films purely of entertainment for special 
occasions. Most popular movie last year, according to attendance, 
was “Body Defense Against Disease.” It drew 10,000. 

“The newest type of film user we have,” said Mrs. Harris, “is 
the home movie operator. We have served school, church and civic 
club groups for years. Recently, however, an individual from De- 
catur, Ga., and an individual from Long View, Texas, booked edu- 
cational films for their homes. They are using the movies, like they 
would a book, to learn about subjects in which they are interested.” 

The Extension Division operates its film service without a 
profit and purely for the purpose of spreading education through 
visual teaching aids, Mrs. Harris says. '

OBERT SERVICE, the Canadian 

poet who revived the career of 

wandering minstrel or trouba- 
dour in modern times, established his 
reputation with the volume, “The 
spell of the Yukon,” in 1907. 

There have been other laureates of 
Alaska in both verse and prose, but 
Service did for the new frontier what 
Bret Harte did for the California min- 
ing camps. 

The poem in “The Spell of the 
Yukon” which made an immediate im- 
pression and is remembered as a 
classic in its time is “The Shooting of 
Dan McGrew.” 

This fine ballad, only 58 lines long, 
tells by vivid implication the story 
of “the lady that’s known as Lou,” 
and of the two men who killed each 
other in a quarrel] over her. 

Since she is the reigning belle of 
a mining camp, love affairs and 
fights are for her no novelty, and 
there is no question of her steady 
nerve and her presence of mind even 
in a violent social crisis. 

If Bret Harte had been telling the 
story, Lou would have been portrayed 
sentimentally as a daughter of sin 
with occasional nostalgic returns to 
virlue. Robert Service was entirely 
realistic about his tough Yukon char- 
acters. 

Sentimental readers brought up on 
Bret Harte try to find in the sharp, 
final twist of the ballad an assurance 
that Lou after all had a kind heart. 
If that had been the intended mean- 
ing, I think Service would have made 
it clear beyond argument. In fact, I 
think he did. 

The ballad celebrates an incident 
in a Yukon saloon one night when 
the mercury was 50 below. A noisy 
group of miners were drinking, Be 
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tween drinks one artistic spirit 
banged out ragtime on an old piano, 

Behind the bar Dan McGrew, no- 
torious bad man, was playing soli- 
taire in a studious and reflective 
mood, and beside him, watching the 
progress of his philosophic game, sat 
his light o’ love, the “lady that’s 
known as Lou.” 

Suddenly the door of the saloon 
opened, and out of the dark cold a 
miner stumbled, dirty and weary. He 
placed on the bar what we under- 
stand was his total wealth, a bag of 
gold dust, and ordered drinks for 
everybody, which everybody accepted 
kindly. Did they recognize him? The 
ballad says they did not, but from the 
sequel ‘we draw another conclusion 
about at least two in the room. 

The dilapidated piano fell silent 
while the ragtime specialist occupied 
himself with the fresh drink. The 
stranger sat down and began to play 
-—-not with technical skill, but music- 
ally, with poetry and deep yearning. 

The miners in theif cups began to 
remember beautiful things — home 
and quiet hours, a fireside, and a 
good woman’s love. Even to Lou the 
piano player suggested dreams of a 
life quite different from hers. She 
turned ghastly white in spite of 
rouge. Was she remembering what 
had gone, or was she frightened at 
what was to come? 

Then the piano-playing stranger 
took his hands off the keys, stood up, 
and announced his considered opinion 
that Dan McGrew was a hell-hound. 
The lights in the saloon went out, 
Dan perhaps having a finger on the 
switch. 

Simultaneously “two guns blazed 
in the dark.” When the lights were 
turned on again, Dan and the stranger

each had a bullet through him, and 
the stranger was clasped to the bos- 
om of “the lady that’s known as 
Lou.” 

He was an earlier love of hers 
before Dan McGrew stole her away. 
She had sat there watching the two 
men, knowing the small chance that 
either would leave the room alive. 
Which did she love? Was she sorry 
she had deserted the musical miner 
for Dan? Certainly she,clasped the 
dead minefr to her heart the moment 
Dan’s bullet was in him. 

If Service had added no more, the 
Bret Harte sentimentalists would be 
free to go soft on Lou. But the lady, 
while kissing her dead lover, pocketed 
the bag of gold dust he had left on 
the bar to pay for the drinks. The 
ballad ends: 


The woman that kissed him and— 
pinched his poke— 
Was the lady that's known as Lou. 


This ballad is very popular with 
males who are, or believe themselves 
to be of the he-man type. Either they 
make no bones of their admiration 
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for Lou, or they admire her secretly. 

They probably see nothing really 
admirable about her, but their pleas- 
ure in her literary portrait by Robert 
Service is one.of the profoundest hu- 
man satisfactions, the satisfaction of 
admiring one’s self. 

They think they can recognize 
their own portrait in heavy-fisted 
Dan McGrew, who could capture and 
tame a female devil, or in the worn- 
out and defeated miner who for love 
of that same devil wasted unusual 
talents and trudged a hard road to 
Hell. 

Robert Service knew the psychol- 
ogy of the men he saw in the Yukon. 
His ballads are popular because the 
type can be met in other places than 
on the frontier, in large cities, in big 
business, in what are called the set- 
tled’ parts of society. 

The masculine weakness can be 
found everywhere, the conceit that 
we could be a hell-raiser if we had 
the opportunity, and that a female 
hell-raiser, if we could find one, would 
fall for us. Robert Service, his bal- 
lads indicate, has the insight of hu- 
mor.

T was just a friendly conversation 
ia a Boston beauty shop, but it 
cost Mrs. Hilda Schreiber’ the 

$1,000 diamond engagement ring that 
her husband had given her 20 years 
before. 

“You have a good future ahead 
of you,” prophesied the woman sit- 
ting next to Mrs. Schreiber. Then 
she went on to divulge events. in 
Mrs. Schreiber’s life no stranger was 
likely to know about. It didn’t take 
long to win her confidence. 

“Give me something which is valu- 
able to you,” the woman then said. 
“With it in my hand, I can establish 
contact with friendly spirits.” 

That’s when the diamond ring 
changed hands. The stranger prompt- 
ly went into a trance, sidled toward 
the door, and escaped with Mrs. 
Schreiber’s ring. The swindler’s only 
investment was a private investiga- 
tion of her victim beforehand, plus 
a convincing Sales talk. 

That happened recently, but for- 
tune iellers have preyed on innocent, 
gullible and superstitious people for 
as long as there have been things of 
value to make it worth while. 

Laws against fortune tellers have 
been on the books of many nations 
for hundreds of years, and every 
State in the union has some statute 


curbing their activities. They are 
known legally as “disorderly. per- 
sons.” 


Still, every day, trusting people 
give these proven frauds money, jew- 
elry, and confidence. 

Not even the customary parapher- 
nalia of cards, astrology, charts, tea 
leaves and crystal balls are necessary 
to the psychology-wise fortune te‘ler 
who is willing to put in a little time 
investigating and building up confi- 
dence in the victim. 

This is illustrated by what hap- 
pened to three such widely diverse vic- 
tims as Mrs. Mary Bonanarte of New 
‘York, Mrs. Anna Atwood of Chicago, 
both housewives, and the late Lupe 
Velez of Hollywood. . 

A gypsy went to Mrs. Bonanarte’s 


house and offered to read her for- 
tune. Her curiosity aroused, Mrs. 
Bonanarte agreed. She placed her 


diamond ring and $50 under a pillow 
on the living room couch to enable 
the gypsy to concentrate—and then 
the gypsy decided she needed a glass 
of water, too. 

When her hostess came back with 
the glass of water, gypsy, ring and 
money were gone. 

The stranger who approached 
Mrs. Atwood had a slightly different 
twist. “I was passing,” she said, “and 
sensed evil spirits. I thought I ought 
to warn you.” 

She kept coming. back, worming 
herself into Mrs. Atwood’s confidence, 
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and then began carrying off Mrs. 
Atwood’s valuables to appease the 
spirits. When she had carted off $400 
in cash, $300 in jewelry, and about 
$300 worth of rugs, she just stopped 
coming back, and Mrs. Atwood be- 
latedly went to police. 

The young gypsy who played on 
the superstitions of Lupe was much 
more subtle. She kept taking clothes 
and money away to “bless” them 
but she brought them all back. When 
the screen star entrusted $2,500 with 
her, however, she disappeared. 

Those are the simple tricks, re- 
quiring only a small amount of re 
search into the background of the 
chosen victim. There are other more 
complicated ways of convincing the 
person With the bankroll that impos- 
sible things are happening and that 
magic is in the air. 

Some fortune tellers convince 
their victims that they have occult 
powers by answering questions which 
have been written down, then ap- 
parently burned. Sleight of hand and 
clever confederates make _ possible 
stunts like these. 

Mrs. Jessie Thomas of New York 
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was so convinced by a gypsy’s artis- 
try in turning a $20 bill into two 
bills of the same denomination that 
she entrusted $10,000 to the woman. 
When she came back to get her 
$20,000 the gypsy and the money 
were gone. 

She was lucky, compared to Mrs. 
Sarah Koestner. Told that her son 
would lose his sight and her husband 
would leave her, she leaped to her 


death from a Chicago hotel window. 


police departments 
frequently receive complaints from 
devoted husbands whose wives have 
been told by fortune tellers that they 
are unfaithful. A New York police- 
woman, a happy bride of only a few 
months, was. told by a fortune teller 
she was investigating that her hus- 
band was maintaining another home. 

Fortune tellers sometimes figure 
that before they can _ resolve the 
troubles of their victims, they must 
manufacture them. When they find 
someone who believes their lies, the 
rest is easy. 

Fortune telling in itself is illegal, 
but there are loopholes. Although 
they no longer can legally predict the

future for a fee, and no longer are 
welcomed at swank hotels and night 
clubs, they can masquerade as enter- 
tainers, or, as in tea rooms, can give 
“free” readings with an expensive 
cup of tea. 

During the war, fortune tellers 
were in their glory, mulcting sweet- 
hearts, wives and mothers of service 
men of whatever they could get. A 
worried girl in Boston, impressed by 
the exotic studio and suave manner 
of a man who called himself ‘The 
Professor,” gave him all er savings 
to learn the whereabouts‘ of her sol- 


-dier boy friend. 


After weeks of delay and many 
collections, the man told her that the 
soldier was in a prison camp. A week 
later, a long-delayed letter arrived 
from the missing boy friend. He'd 
been hospitalized. He'd never been 
near a prison camp. 

Worry, indecision, fear—these are 
the emotions which drive women to 
fortune tellers. A little psychology, 
some quick deduction, and a dash of 
hocus-pocus are enough to part the 
victim from her-—-or her husband’s 

savings. 

The thousands of victims of for- 
tune tellers—-the annual take is over 
$125,000,000—-can get some small sol- 
ace from the fact that fortune tellers 
don’t trust one another. An organiza- 
tion meeting of the National Associ- 
ation of Fortune Tellers nearly broke 
up in a riot a few years ago. 

An astrologer got up and said that 
tea-leaf reading held “no scientific 
message.” A Hindu maintained that 
only members of his race were truly 
psychic. It was quite a while before 
the tea-leaf readers and the non- 
Hindu soothsayers could be quieted 
down long enough to get on to the 
next order of business.

O THOSE -who watched Shirley

L, CAPONE was an importation from New

was imported by Big Jim Colosimo, at the time 
Colosimo feared for his life and felt that extra 
protection was necessary. 

Colosimo owned his famous restaurant at 2126 
South Wabash avenue, where the gourmets of 
the world met. He owned, also, brothels, gam- 
bling houses, kitchen distilleries by the thousands, 
and the Italian lottery.

pies Was bound to make enemies, deadly enemies. 
He had one chief bodyguard—Johnny Torrio, also 
from New York. But, Colosimo thought, he 
needed another and he brought in Capone. 

He showed Al the various angles of his vari- 
ous rackets, and trusted him. Capone repaid him 
by killing Big Jim Cd@osimo while his patron’s 
back was turned. 

Capone had learned enough. The pupil killed 
the teacher. 

Capone, the panderer, couldn’t have picked a 
better time to arrive in Chicago. He got there 
shortly after World War I to find the Red Light 
district, bisected by 22d street, in full bloom. 


The gold plated palaces of The Library and 
The Everleigh sisters, on the fringe of the dis- 
trict, were gold mines for Big Jim Colosimo, or 
his successor. 


Chicago’s 43,625 retail stores, including the 
world’s largest, has given it the name of the 
Main Street of the Country. 


Hundreds of young girls were enslaved and 
brought across state lines to feed the pipe lines 
of prostitution. The situation on Chicago’s South 
Side was so notorious that the late Congressman 
Mann had the Mann Act passed, making it a penal 
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offense to transport women across state lines for 
immoral purposes. 

The enforcement of the act was up to federal 
authorities. 

The first time the long arm of the law caught 
up with Al Capone in Chicago, it had a hard fist 
at the end of it. The fist belonged to Federal 
Agent William Dannenberg, selected by Congress- 
man Mann and the late Judge Kenesaw Mountain 
Landis, to enforce the act. 

Dannenberg made early morning raids on the 
disorderly houses. He was preparing to make one 
of his invasions when he saw a plump young man 
leaning against a telephone pole on 22d street. 

Dannenberg walked up to the plump young 
man, hit him on the left jaw, right below his 
scar, and knocked him unconscious. From Ca- 
pone’s limp right hand dropped a ten-penny nail. 

The point of the nail, inserted into a hole in 
the butt of the telephone pole, would sound an 
alarm via a telephone wire, to the disorderly 
houses operated by Capone’s boss, Big Jim Colo- 
simo. The alarm wasn't sounded that night, 
thanks to Dannenberg. 

Today, with Mayor Martin Kennelly’s admini- 
stration, 22d street is a bustling and peaceful east- 
west thoroughfare and the citizen, and his chil- 
dren, may use it day or night with the knowledge 
that they are safe. They wouldn’t have been in 
the 1920s. 

Colosimo’s heirs, in 1920, were Johnny Torrio 
and Al Capone. They had the blessings of Bath- 
house John Coughlin and Michael (Hinky Dink) 
Kenna, bosses of the first ward. Hinky Dink ran 
the south half of the ward, with its houses of 
ill fame, speakeasies and a thousand kitchen stills. 

Murder went into mass production. A great 
editor said later that the area, 22d and Wabash, 
was responsible for civilization’s worst wave of 
terrorism. 

Spike O’Donnell, who thought he was running 
the South Side, lost Jerry O’Connor, “George 
Bucher and George Meegham from his illegal 
army. Capone bullets killed them, and O’Donnell 
accepted the eliminations as the fortunes of war. 

But when Spike lost two truckloads of beer 
through hijackers, he saw red. Six lieutenants 
of the Torrio-Capone gang were indicted for the 
murder of the men driving the trucks. 


Chicago’s Shedd Aquarium is the newest 
and most complete in the world, with more 
than 10,000 live specimens. 


The defendants were Joe Saltis, Willie Chan- 
nel, Johnny Hoban, Ralph Sheldon, Willie Nie- 
moth and Frank MacEarlane. 


The indictments against them were side- 


tracked for four months, then tossed into the ' 


wastebasket and forgotten. Today, it couldn’t 
happen. Mayor Martin Kennelly: has accelerated 
the pace of justice in Chicago courts. The de- 
fendant is innocent until proved guilty—but he 
is never forgotten. 

Torrio and Capone came upon hard times in 
1923. Chicago elected William E. Dever as mayor 
to succeed William Hale (Big Bill) Thompson, 
and the vast system of pay-off and protection 
was wrecked, for the time being. 

Capone and “Terrible Johnny” Torrio moved 
out to Cicero to consolidate the beach head of vice 
and gambling established for them by their pa- 
tron, Big Jim Colosimo. 

Scarface Al, at a meeting in the notorious 
Four Deuces cafe at 2222 South Wabash avenue, 
was elected to swing the vote in the Cicero elec- 
tions. The Capone slate won but, in the victory, 
Al Capone lost his brother Frank. A policeman 
shot him in the riot following the election. 

The Capone-Torrio combine took over The 
Ship, Mr. Duffy’s Thirst Clinic, Cicero Inn, the 
Hawthorne Smoke Shop and the Capital Cafe, to 
mention a few of the elite joints in Cicero. 

Capone settled down to a life of ease and 
luxury for seven months. Then he unconsciously 
aroused the ire of Dion O’Banion. That was bad. 
O’Banion was rightfully rated as the most fan- 
tastic and picturesque personality in the history 
of gangland. 


Chicago is the intersection of the world’s 
greatest inland system of navigable water- 
ways. 


Dion O’Banion considered killing a laughing 
matter. Just for the fun of it, he shot up speak- 
easies, terrorized polling places, opened some- 
body else’s safe when he needed the “fresh and 
ready” or money. For complete relaxation, he 
owned and operated a flower shop at 738 North 
State street. 

Just as Big Jim Colosimo used his restaurant 
for a front to conceal his illicit activities in the 
backroom, O’Banion used his flower shop. 

There he met with his gangster subordinates: 
Samuel “Nails” Morton, Louie “Three-Gun” Al- 
terie, “Little Hymie” Weiss, George “Bugs” Moran 
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and the Gusenbergs, George and Pete. 

There, in the flower shop, O’Banion said 
Johnny Torrio would have to leave this world in 
voluntarily. Torrio and O’Banion, with several 
lieutenants, had been arrested in a raid on a 
brewery. ‘Torrio, with $23,000 in his pockets, had 
put up bail for himself and James Casey; had 
left the fuming O’Banion behind in his cell. 

O’Banion, it developed, asked for his own 
death. fie shouted his threats on Torrio’s life 
and muscled in on the lucrative West Side terrt- 
tory allotted to the Genna brothers by ‘Torrio. 

Dion O’Banion, the part time florist, was trim- 
ming red roses in his shop one day when three 
men walked in. He knew them, greeted them, as 
friends. While O’Banion was extending his hand, 
the unholy trinity extended theirs—-with pistols 
in each. Five slugs went into O’Banion’s body and 
a sixth, the coup de grace. went into his head.

They knew who had murdered their friend 
and benefactor. 

North State street today, under the system of 
Community Government headed by Mayor Martin 
Kennelly, is sedate and prosperous and well paved. 
In the days following Dion O’Banion’s funeral, it 
was seething with hate—and murder. 

Little Hymie Weiss announced to all and 
sundry that Torrio was his man; that he would 
kill him personally because Torrio had murdered 
his friend, Dion O’Banion. ‘Twice Little Hymie 
sent powerful automobiles roaring past the Haw- 
thorne Arms hotel in Cicero with machine guns 
blazing in a fusillade intended to hit Torrio. The 
attempts failed. 

On January 24, 1925, Weiss and Bugs Moran 
caught up with Mr. and Mrs. Johnny Torrio. 
Torrio saw them first, urged his chauffeur to 
hurry to the Torrio apartment on Clyde avenue. 
They made it, and the Torrios ran for the front 
door. 

Weiss and Moran opened fire on the front 
lawn. Johnny Torrio fell and Moran pumped 
more lead into him. To this day, doctors can’t 
understand how Torrio survived. But he did; 
and he had the presence of mind and native cau- 
tion to tell the doctors to cauterize his numerous 
wounds. He was afraid the bullets had been 
rubbed with garlic. 

Johnny Torrio survived, but he left Chicago, 
for good. Today he lives on Shore Road, Brook- 
lyn, in a mansion where garlic is never used in 
the preparation of the meals. 

Al Capone now had Chicago to himself. 


Chicago manufactures more household util- 
ities than any other city in the world. 


The rival mobsters who refused to join the 
Capone organization were executed. At this peak 


he was 26 —-his gangsters murdered 200 men @ 
year, a conservative police estimate, 

Itis career was highlighted by the murders of 
William MeSwiggin, an assistant state’s attorney; 
Little Hymie Weiss and the St. Valentine Day 
massacre in which seven men were killed. It has 
been called the most ferocious and savage era in 
history and Capone was the head man, the boss. 

(Chicago was helpless. Politics and crime were 
too closely interwoven. Civic leaders called on 
The Man With the Whiskers, the Government of 
the United States of America. 

special treasury and Secret service*agents, in- 
cluding Frank J. Wilson, chief of the U. S. Secret 
Service, were sent to Chicago with the simple 
instruction: 

‘“‘Take your time. 
Big Fellow, Al Capone. 

Wilson worked two years on the case, and 
wound up frustrated. Then he went to see Col. 
Robert R. MeCormick, publisher of the Chicago 
Tribune, and told him he wanted Jake Lingle, 
the paper’s star police reporter, to work with him. 

“I will get word to Lingle and he will co- 
operate,” Colonel McCormick said. 

Twenty-four hours later, Alfred (Jake) Lingle 
was shot and killed in the subway pedestrian 
walk leading to the Illinois Central station at 
Randolph street and Michigan avenue. 

Lingle’s funeral was a civic affair—until it 
was learned he had accepted $100,000 from 
gamblers in Chicago, along with a diamond- 
studded belt from Al Capone. He was playing 
both ends against the middle.. He turned stool 
pigeon for the Government, and Al Capone knew

Then Eddie O’Hare came to the government’s 
aid. Lawyer and owner of Sportsman’s Park, he 
became Capone’s nemesis. He was imbued with 
a hatred of murder and murderers and when he 
saw the Capone Syndicate move in on his dog 
track, O’Hare went to work. 

He gained the confidence of the murder mob, 
sat in on other secret councils. And reported the 
secrets to Frank Wilson! 

One night he told Wilson that he and his wife 
must change hotels in Chicago; that Capone had 
offered $25,000 to the gunman who would kill the 
chief of the U. S. Secret Service. The Wilsons 
moved. 

O’Hare found out about the syndicate’s cover 
up bookkeeping system in which millions in 
gambling profits were juggled—and Wilson found 
out enough to have Capone_indicted for income 
tax evasion and conspiracy.

On the eve of the trial, Eddie O’Hare gave 
Wilson more startling information! 

The Capone mob had obtained the secret list 
of prospective jurors—had approached ten of them 
with offers of cash, cars and real estate to acquit 
Capone! 

It seemed unbelievable because even the judge, 
fearless Federal Judge James H. Wilkerson, hadn’t 
been given the jury list. He studied O’Hare’s 
proof and turned to U. S. Attorney George Q. 
Johnson and his assistant, Dwight Green, now 
governor of Lllinois. He didn’t move a muscle, 
merely said: 

“Bring your case into court as scheduled, 
gentlemen.” 

Next morning, Capone appeared for trial, grin- 
ning at the jury panel, confident that his “fixing” 
would work. 

Judge Wilkerson summoned his bailiff, told him 
to take the entire jury panel to Judge Edwards 
and “borrow” the panel in the latter’s court. 

It was a terrific blow to Capone. The jury 
of “strangers found him guilty and he was sen- 
tenced to serve 11 years in prison.

A few days before Capone was released from 
Alcatraz prison, Eddie O’Hare was slain on Ogden 
Avenue by syndicate gunmen. The Capone Syn- 
dicate was.still operating. Today, under Mayor 
Martin Kennelly, many of its directors have fled 
to Sicily, birthplace of the Mafia. 

Eddie O’Hare’s son, Butch, swore to avenge 
his father’s death but the opening of World War 
II prompted him to take out his vengeance on 
the Japs. An ace pilot in the Pacific, the gallant 
son of a gallant father died a hero's death when 
his Helicat fighter plane was attacked by 40 Jap 
torpedo planes. 

Capone, after seven and a half years in prison, 
came out a broken man, his mind distorted by 
paresis. He went to his Palm Island mansion in 
Miami Beach, with delusions of grandeur. 

He played handball and gin rummy. One day 
when he lost a game he gestured towards the 
victor and told an aide: 

“Have the boys take this gury for a ride.” 

He died in bed last January at 48, unwept and 
unhonored. He left an estate, including the syn- 
dicate and certain activities centering around Mike 
Potson, the Little Man Who Wasn't There.

T TOOK quite a while, but peace, 

both martial and marital, has 

come at last to Arthur Wermuth, 
the One Man Army of Bataan. 

After winning aé_e chestful of 
medals and international fame for 
his efforts against the Japanese in 
the desperate last stand in the Philip- 
pines, Wermuth discovered that the 
cessation of hostilities in the Pacific 
brought about only a very brief arm- 
istice in his personal affairs. 

There was lis wife, Jean, who 
thought he was receiving far too 
much publicity for his own good and 
didn’t hesitate to say so. 

There was an attractive Philippine 
nurse who claimed that Arthur had 
married her in Manila on Pearl Har- 
bor Day, neglecting to mention that 
he already had a wife. 

There was also the intrepid woman 
parachutist whose daring never 
failed to thrill him and whom he 
wanted to marry if he could ever get 
himself straightened out. 

It was all very confusing, almost 
as hectic in its way as those days on 
Bataan when he spent as much time 
behind the Japanese lines as behind 
the Americgn and led so many scout- 
ing raids that he lost count. 

He was fighting a war then like 
he played football for Northwestern 
Military Academy in Wisconsin, fear- 
lessly and for keeps. A 190-pounder 
with a Van Dyke beard, he was the 
hero of exploit after exploit, fore- 
stalling dozens of enemy attacks and 
preparing the way for American 
countercharges. 

His companions said his .45-caliber 
tommy-gun and™Garand rifle had 
“absolutely accounted” for 116 Jap- 
anese and some reports placed his 
toll as high as 300. He won the Sil- 
ver Star for gallantry, the Distin- 
guished Service Cross for extraor- 
dinary heroism and the Purple Heart. 

When he was reported missing in 
action, his wife and mother and sis- 
ter virtually gave up hope because 
they were sure the Japanese - would 
kill him if he had been captured. 
Nevertheless he came home in 
November, 1945, weighing only 103 
pounds, covered with scars and 
wracked by fever, but alive. 

He had been given the “water 
cure,” hung up by the’_ thumbs, 
knifed and beaten in 17 Japanese 
prison camps. Application of the 
rods had left a floating kidney which 
caused internal hemorrhages.  Beri- 
beri, malaria and dysentery had done 
their worst, but his spirit was as 
buoyant as ever. 

His mother and sister were at 
San Francisco to meet him but his 
wife was waiting at Traverse City, 
Michigan, where she had paid for a 
home with the allotments he sent 
her. He said he could hardly wait 
to see her and called her “the finest 
girl in the world.” 

Their reunion, he said later, was 
hardly up to his expectations. She 
received him coldly, he reported, and 
said she hated all the publicity that 
had resulted from his career. 

Jean Wilkins was a nurse in 
Chicago when Wermuth met her in 
1935. He was taking a medical course 
at Loyola. After they were married 
in May of that year, he decided he 
didn’t want to be a doctor and got 
a job as a drug salesman. 

Meanwhile Olivia Josephine Os- 
wald, a receptionist employed by the 
U. S. Army staff in Manila, had 
filed a petition asking annulment of 
her marriage to Wermuth. She said 
they were married on Dec. 7, 1941.

She said she had no ring or cer- 
tificate but exhibited a photograph 
of Wermuth and herself in bridal 
finery, announcing that it was her 
wedding picture. 

The One Man Army agreed that 
he was the man in the photograph 
but explained that it was taken as a 
gag after a party in Manila. 

After separating from his wife, he 
left Traverse City. He organized 
the “Flying Tigers Air Show,” which 
toured the country in the summer 
of 1946 but was not too profitable 

That fall he leased a filling Sta- 
tion in Hill City, South Dakota, 
where his father, a Chicago doctor, 
had owned some property and 
where Arthur had spent many happy 
vacations as a schoolboy. It was a 
pleasant interlude, and South Da- 
kota voted him “Man of the Year 


for 1946,” but he kept thinking about.

‘They were 
divorced within a year. Baby Anne, 
Jr., was born, meanwhile, and when 
the divorce was arranged Reynolds 
settled a million on the baby. 

Tragedy struck close while Anne 
was separated from her first hus- 
band. Thomas Gay Coltrane had ac- 
companied her to a party and left her 
at the Cannon home in Concord, N. C., 
on an early December morning in 
1930.

After her divorce from Reynolds, 
Anne resumed her interrupted ro- 
mance with Smith, son of a hardware 
dealer.

Not long after Anne’s marriage to 
Smith, ex-husband Reynolds, then 
married to torch singer Libby Hol- 
man, was shot to death at a party at 
his home near Winston-Salem, N. C. 
His widow testified he had threatened 
suicide and the coroner’s jury con- 
cluded his death was “at the hands 
of a person or persons unknown.” 

Several months later a son was 
born to Libby Holman Reynolds and 
she named him Christopher Smith 
Reynolds. 

Then came the litigation over Rey- 
nolds’ $30,000,000 estate. 

There was a long and bitter court 
battle between Anne and Libby, dur- 
ing which Anne’s father claimed his 
daughter was never divorced from 
Reynolds — regardless of her later 
marriage to Smith. 

He said she was under the influ- 
ence of morphine and had a tempera- 
ture of 104 when she filed charges 
against Reynolds in Reno. Neverthe- 
less, the courts held -Libby was the 
legal widow and awarded her $750,000 
and $7,000,000 for her son. Anne's 
daughter got $10,000,000. 

After everything had calmed down 
again, Anne married her third (and 
now fifth) husband, Plumiy, in 1936, 
and divorced him in Philadelphia four 
years later. Then she married Albert 
C. Wharton, Jr., an old Winston- 
Salem acquaintance, in Florida. 

Her divorce from him was secret. 

For several years she has been 
living quietly in her seaside cottage 
at Avalon, N. J. 

She found her love again in Ava- 
lon after Plumly had been a caller 
and a dinner guest for many months. 
Soon the embers of the old romance 
were glowing brightly and Anne and 
Lindsay decided on another try at 
marriage.

strict medical supervision, doctors believe. 

There didn’t seem to be time, however, for 
the young man was thinking of marriage and 
wanted his bride to be proud of him, so he went 
on the operating table and died there while a sur- 
geon was ‘Stripping excess fat from his abdomen 
like blubber from a whale. 

Hammy’s obesity made him a poor surgical 
risk, medical authorities point out, but there 
seems little doubt that his excess pounds would 
have cut his life short without any operation. 

Insurance statistics show that a substantial 
degree of overweight puts a strain on practically 
all vital functions of the body and eventually 


brings about premature death. 


The mortality rate among overweights from 
coronary artery and heart disease alone is one 
and one-half times that of average-weight per- 
sons; for chronic nephritis (kidney disease) it is 
one and three-fourths times as high. 

Paul Biese, a 350-pound bandleader of the 
1920s, also was impatient with the results of 
dieting and, according to reports, liked to eat 
too well to give up his dangerous gorging. 

He went into the American Hospital in Chi- 


cago and had 60 pounds peeled off, with apparent 
success, but there was an aftermath of muscular 
pains and fatigue and in the fall of 1925 Paul 
Biese, still a young man, died suddenly — another 
victim of a too-big-appetite. 

Although the movie actor Laird Creager was 
six feet three he found his 300 pounds an eco- 
normmic as well as a physical burden. Theatrical 
work for a fat man didn’t seem to be growing 
on trees, so the year 1939 found him broke, sleep- 
ing in his automobile and haunting agencies. 

Eventually he made a hit in the title role of 
a West Coast production of the stage play, “Oscar 
Wilde.” From there he moved into the movies 
where success seemed assured. 

At one time, by periodic dieting Creager took 
off 60 pounds but probably regained most of it. 
Then, because he planned to have an abdominal 
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operation he made a concentrated effort and 
took off 100 pounds. 

Although the actor was only 28 years old 
he died five days after the operation. The medica! 
verdict was “an overworked heart.” His excess 
eating—and perhaps some of the wear-and-tear 
of unwise dieting—had made the key organ of 
his body a tired old piece of machinery. 

These three men who sacrificed their lives to 
the cravings of their stomachs were in the ex- 
tremely obese class, but according to Dr. Edward

nursing home, but after-effects of that reducing 
spree and continued unsupervised dieting were 


believed to have been at least partially to blame 
for her serious illness, in 1936, when the ,.baby 
Lance was born. ° : 

A person wishing to reduce sensibly can lose 
approximately three pounds a week if he or she 
follows a medically approved diet similar to the 
following, which is used by a well-known New 
York nutrition expert in his private and clinica!

J. Stieglitz in his book “A Future for Preventive 
Medicine,” 28 per cent of the nation’s population 
is 10 per cent or more overweight. 

That means that more than one-fourth of us 
need to reduce our appetites in order to be healthy 
and have reasonable assurance of long life. 


T DOESN’T mean that anyone, no matter how 

fat, should go on a screwball, self-directed diet 
of nothing but a soda cracker at each meal“ or 
try to exist on a half grapefruit or a few lettuce 
leaves three times a day. ‘Those foods are good 
combined with other essentials but eaten alone 
they don’t furnish the necessary nutrition. 

A wealthy woman of middle age came into a 
doctor’s office a few months ago and announced 
that she had been keeping her weight ‘down by 
eliminating all milk, eggs and meat from her 
meals. She claimed to have been doing this for 
years without any harmful results. 

Lately, however, she’d had a series of acci- 
dents and seemed always to be laid up with broken 
bones. This was due to protein and calcium 
deficiency, the doctor explained, but he kindly 
refrained from adding that these same deficien- 
cies also had added 20 years to her looks. 

Worse still, there had been injury to vital 
organs that indicated her life span was ebbing. 

If we don’t get protein from the food we eat 
we utilize protein from our own bodies, nutrition 
experts explain, and that leads to deterioration 
of muscles and body organs. 

It was a number of years ago that Barbara 
Hutton Troubetzkoy—then the Princess Mdivani 
—reportediy went on a diet of one cup of coffee 
a meal for three whole weeks. Like Hammys 
Hantburger she did it for love, since she believed 
she was becoming less attractive in the eyes of 
her husband.

Some physicians suggest use of one of the 
numerous high-protein tablets on the market, in 
between meals, to stop the craving for food. These 
tablets are low in calories. ‘They should not be 
taken, however, except on the advice of a doctor 

Reducing drugs that speed up the body’s me 
tabolism and burn away the fat always are harm 
ful. Thyroid tablets should not be taken unless 
the doctor advises them specifically because the 
patient is suffering from hypoth¥roidism. 

Such pills have been a hazard to many women 
who wanted to eat their cake and keep their fig- 
ures too; or who insisted on drinking several! cock- 
tails along with eating high calorie foods even 
though they were overweight. 


HREE cocktails are much worse for the woman 

who wants to reduce than three slices of bread. 
The cocktails furnish several hundred calories of 
quick energy but contribute none of the so-called 
micro-essentials; the vitamins, minerals and 
amino acids needed for good nutrition. Bread in 
its present enriched state contains energy plus 
some of these essentials and thin slices sometimes 
are added to a reducing diet. 

In spite of our 4,000,000 citizens who, accord- 
ing to statistics, weigh too much, Americans are 
developing a fastidious figure consciousness, one

“xpert declares, that is adding years to their lives. 
l!'e considers being slightly underweight a distinct 
health advantage. 

There are many jobs today where gaining ex- 
cess pounds may mean that you're fired. 

It is rare, however, that a tall, slender fashion 
model or an airlines hostess takes the matter of 
diet completely into her own hands. Her good 
looks and her health are too important. 

Jockeys, notably small men anyway, admit 
that they sometimes determine their own eating 
regimes according to what seems to work best 
but a great deal of their reducing is dehydration 
in a steam room which is only temporary. 

Most authorities agree that reducing the in- 
take of food is the only satisfactory way to reduce 
weight. Active exercise is a poor substitute. 

Massage sometimes is helpful in firming the 
tissue underneath the skin, and in helping to 
tighten loose skin during weight reduction, but 
it has little value in removing unwanted pounds 
of flesh permanently. 

All obesity, even when there is a glandular 
disturbance, is caused by overeating. 


R. L. H. NEWBURGH of Ann Arbor, Michigan, 

who has made extensive studies of obese pa- 
tients, lists some reasons for excessive appetite: 

1. The habit may have been inculcated by an 
overzealous or misguided mother. 

2. Great gratification may be obtained 
the flavors of foods. 

3. A full stomach 
repose and comfort. 

4. Persons struggling with difficulties - they 
can’t master get temporary respite by indulging 
in food. 

9». Persons whose need for food is lessened 
by disabling illness or by glandular disease may 
not experience the shrinking of appetite that cor- 
responds with the smaller need. 

6. Food habits of earlier years may still hold 
Sway in middle age, when the food requirement 
is less than in youth. 

In accord with the last point is the present- 
day knowledge that a person should not, nor- 
mally, increase in weight with age, but to be in 
the best of health should.retain his or her normal 
weight at 25 or 30 throughout life. 

This upsets all the claims of persons of middle 
age or over that they are just putting on the 
extra pounds that are to be expected with in- 
creased years. The most common cause of those 
excess pounds, authorities say, is reduced activity 
without reduced eating. 

The best way to conquer obesity, the potential 
killer, is to prevent it. The problem of taking 
off 10 or 20 extra pounds and Keeping one’s weight 
normal is much less than taking off 50 or 100 
pounds when excess weight has become a real 
health hazard. 

Anyone can reduce safely and successfully, the 
experts say, by seeing a competent physician ‘and 
following a few simple rules. 

There is one thing to remember though, any- 
one who wants to win at the reducing game and 
so safeguard his or her health can’t afford to 
stoop to the tiniest bit of cheating—-not even once.

HEN the gallant Seabiscuit 
retired from the races after 
thundering in ahead of the 
field in the 1940 Santa Anita Handi- 
cap, he left behind one of the most 
remarkable records in the history of 
the American turf. 

The little golden bay was a horse 
from nowhere—an ugly duckling as a 
two-year-old and little better as a 
three-year-old. Yet he wound up his 
career as the greatest money winner 
of his time. 

His record has since been sur- 

, but with no loss of luster for 
the one-time plater which died re- 
cently, in retirement, at Ridgewood 
Ranch, in California. 

Seabiscuit might have been 
“claimed” in his early two-year-old 
form for as little.as $2,500; the ulti- 
mate winner of $437,730 actually 
passed into the ownership of the 
California motor tycoon, Charles S. 
Howard, for $8,000. 

“I wasn't too keen about selling 
him,” said his early trainer, “Sunny 
Jim” Fitzsimmons, “but Mrs. Phipps 
and Mr. Mills, of the Wheatley Stable, 
aad decided to get rid of some of 
their horses, including Seabiscuit. He 
was priced to Mr. Howard for $8,000.” 

A condition of the sale was a good 
race by the colt next time out. 

“The track was muddy on the day 
of the race,” recalled Fitzsimmons, 
“and if Mr. Howard hadn't been so 
eager to run I would have scratched 
him. 

“It wasn’t even a race. Seabiscuit, 
never before partial to an off track, 
ran off and hid from his company. 
I'll always believe if he hadn't won 
there'd been no sale.” 

Seabiscuit made the C. S. Howard 
silks. red with a white triangle, fa- 
mous as he figured prominently in 
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“Half a Length Ahead, a Length, . 
Four Lengths af the Wire, and Ye 
Finally Rolling ne 
Home in-Glorious Isolation.”

Half a length ahead, a length, two 
lengths, four lengths at the wire, he 
was finally rolling home in glorious

Seabiscuit scaled the heights that 
afternoon. ‘The leg ailment so soon 
to sideline him was already beginning 
to exact its toll of his speed.

Charley Howard to push him over

Nearly two years, but only five 
races, later he was to reach the 


coveted peak in the 1940 Santa Anita 
Handicap, struggling home on three 


legs and a brave heart. His next 
stop was Ridgewood Ranch, Call- 


fornia, there to serve selected brood- 
mares and perpetuate himself in a 
flock of little “Biscuits.” 

His prowess on the running tracks 
was indisputable; not so, his ability 
as a stallion. Sea Swallow, winner 
of the Yankee Handicap at Suffolk 
Downs, was probably his best son, 
although afflicted with his sire’s fall- 
ing, weak legs. Certainly he failed, 
by a formidable margin, of duplicat- 
ing himself. 

Seabiscuit’s death at the age of 14 
was premature, yet he passed on as 
he had lived—alert, sensible, and 
imperturbable.

EARLY all the generations of the Goelets 

starting with Peter Goelet, an 18th cen- 

tury ironmonger, have been distinguished 
by a capacity for making millions and an even 
larger one for holding onto them. 

Theirs has been a chronicle of prodigious 
wealth and thrift—of wealth that has fountained 
into power and prestige and an enormous self- 
exaltation—of thrift that has many times passed 
the limits of outright miserliness and parsimony. 

The source and stbstance of all this wealth has 
been matrimony and real estate and afterwards 
banking and commerce, more matrimony and still 
more real estate. The thrift has been perhaps a 
practical consequence. 

Thus, looking back a century or so, we find 
old Peter Goelet’s bachelor grandson, also called 
Peter, sitting in his counting house, running an 
eager finger over his vast real estate holdings; 
mending his own clothes in his office at the 
Chemical Bank; using old letters and envelopes for 
stationery; buying law books to save legal fees; 
shoeing his horses and milking his own cow. 

Again, many years later, we find Mrs. Ogden 
Goelet, a dowager queen of international society, 
“hoarding her wardrobe like a miser,” only to 
have her son Sell the whole magnificent collection 
to a New York costumer shortly after her death. 

In 1914, we find a Goelet wife, Elsie Whelen 
Goelet, suing for divorce in Newport and com- 
plaining that while she was mistress of a million 
dollar mansion she rarely had enough to eat. 

Now in 1947, we find another wife, pretty 
-Mimi Browne Goelet, borrowing money on her 
mink coat to support 
herself and her young 
son, Ogden Goelet, Jr. 

A few of the Goe- 
lets actually did spend 
money with a light 
and lavish hand, but 
always on themselves 
or to give lustre to 
the family name. 

There was, for ex- 
ample, the cotillion at 
Newport in the ’90s 
where Mrs. Ogden 
Goelet “introduced a 
Russian sleigh filled with gardenias in loose bou- 
quets for the women and boutonnaires for the 
men.” The entire gardenia market was cornered 
for this little piece of planned prodigality. 

Earlier, in the prim and pretentious years 
when New York was putting on its first polished 
airs, Mrs. Robert Goelet built the Imperial Hotel, 
on Broadway, “with the goldenest lobby in which 
drummers’ yarns were ever swapped.” 


and All the 


HEREUPON, William Waldorf Astor, accord- 

ing to a contemporary account, “called upon 
the mighty Hardenbergh to construct a hostelry 
that would make the Imperial look like a dog ken- 
nel.” It was built over on Fifth Avenue and Mr. 
Astor called it the Waldorf-Astoria. 

It took the Goelets decades to challenge again 

and in 1910 the gilded tower of the Ritz-Carlton 
cast a long shadow across what was once the 
northerly boundary of the old Goelet farm. 

In 1941, Robert Walton (Bertie) Goelet died 
and bequeathed the Ritz to Harvard. Two years 
later the university sold it to the Goelets’ old 
neighbors, the Astors. . 

The complaint of Mimi Goelet, the current 
Mrs. Ogden Goelet, follows a familiar pattern. 
Her Goelet story is a long account of ingrained 
pride and penury and an immense faith in the 
power of the Goelet millions. 

Her Lusband, his father and-all the other 
Goelets, according to Mimi, still believe in the 
divine right of kings—and Goelets. 

She says the proudest boast of her husband, 
Ogden, 41-year-old son of Elsie Whelen and Robert 
Goelet, is that his family is of the American 
nobility and “far above the reach of the law.” 

In papers filed in New York Supreme Court, 
Mimi claims he has refused to support her or her 
son since leaving them a year ago and asks for 
a divorce or separation. She names two women 
and says she has a supplementary list of 18. 

Goelet is countersuing for divorce and Mimi 
says his father is directing all his moves. 

Both, she says, are indifferent to her plight and 
Ogden has dared her to do something about it. 

“There’s nothing you can do,” she quotes him 
as telling her on several occasions, “My father

gives me an allowance and I can do as I please.” 

Mimi, daughter of a prominent Baltimore 
family, says the Goelets don’t even mind having 
their private affairs dusted off in public. 

“In their tight little-circle in Newport and New 
York,” she says, “they are blithely indifferent to 
what people think of them.” 

Ogden, she says, lives on the allowance from 
his father, which follows him wherever he goes. 

Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt is his great-aunt 
and the Duchess of Roxburghe his aunt-—and 
Mimi says he is forever proclaiming his -family 
place, social power and money. 

Ogden, like Robert, his father, has _ been 
married three times to date. His first wife, Enid 
Connfelt, married him in 1933 and was divorced 
in Reno in 1938. The second Mrs. Goelet was 
Maria Zimbalist, daughter of the violinist. She 
divorced him early in 1941 and Mimi, then only 
20, married him in April of the same year. 

His father’s control over his life and finances 
Stopped him from marrying actress’ Louise 
Groody—years beta his first matrimonial ex- 
periment. The eldePCoelet threatened to cut off 
his allowance and Ogden left on a world cruise. 


IMI says he never worked and at her jinsist- 
ence finally took a place in Wall Street 
only to rail incessantly at the ruthless capitalists 

and quit a few months later. 

She says she coaxed him into going with the 
War Production Board. They moved to Wash- 
ington in 1942 and in October Ogden, Jr., was 
born. Ogden, Sr., meanwhifie, complained he was 
over-worked and took 
a Florida vacation. 

He stayed there all 
winter and when he 
came back his job was 


. gone. Again at his 
Generations After wife’s insistence, he 
went overseaS aS a 

club director in De- 

cember, 1943, and 

stayed abroad till 


April, 1946. 

Mimi says he never 
really returned to her, 
dividing his time with 
his father and stepmother, Actress Fay Dunn 
(named as a corespondent.) 

He did pay her food and rent bills until Mimi’s 
‘aiders found him at Miss Dunn’s place, she 
charges, and has given her nothing since. Mimi 
Says he ran around with other women in Europe 
and she has letters to him from Simone Caldairon 
de Laboard, prominent in society abroad. 

“He openly boasted,” charges Mimi in her 
divorce documents, “that his stepmother, Roberta 
Goelet, was the social dictator-of Newport and 
that she would see to it that I was ostracized 
socially and that his family with its tremendous 
wealth would do everything possible to see that 
I would end up in the gutter.” 

In defending his relations with Simone, Ogden 
says she was a friend of his mother. He has a 
droll explanation for one letter written by her. 

It should be looked at, he says, in the vein 
of a Continental. 

Going back now to the personal history vf the 
Goelets, the records show the first of the line 
to come to America was Francis Goelet, a Hugue- 
not, who came to New Netherlands in 1676. 

He was lost at sea and his son, Jacobus, was 
raised by Frederick Phillips, merchant and backer 
of pirates. Jacobus’ son, John, materially im- 
proved the family fortunes by marrying Jannetje 
Cannon, daughter of a prosperous storekeeper. 

Peter, a son of John, also married money. His 
wife was Elizabeth Ratse, whose father was one 
of New York’s richest merchants. When he died 
he left his son, Peter, a sizable fortune. 

It was this Peter, an ironmonger during and 
after the Revolution, who is generally regarded as 
the founder of the family fortune. 


E, in company with John Jacob Astor, the 
Rhinelander’ brothers, the Schermerhorns, 
Lorillards and other founders of multimillionaire 
dynasties, obtained from an indulgent municipal 
government vast tracts of land in New York City. 
At one time the Goelet*farmlands—accumulated 
by grant and matrimony—stretched from what is 
now Union Square to Fifth Avenue and 48th 
Street. Fifty-five acres came from two marriages. 
This plot of great price ran along the east side 
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of Fifth Avenue, from 45th to 48th Streets, and 
was bought for $7,537 by Thomas Buchanan, a 
rich Scotch merchant. Buchanan died in 1815 
and his daughters, Alamy and Margaret, married 
the sons of Peter Goelet, Peter P. and Robert R. 

This generation of Goelets and the next follow- 
ing were perhaps the most miserly of the whole 
line. Peter and Robert Goelet, grandsons of 
Peter, the ironmonger, spent most of their long 
lives managing the wealth they had inherited. 

Peter, recluse and bachelor, died in 1879 at 
the age of 79 and his brother Robert, as much a 
miser and eccentric, passed on a few months later. 

Their bulky fortunes descended to Robert's two 
sons, Robert, born in 1841, and Ogden, born in 
1846. Like their father and uncle before them, 
these Goelets devoted their lives to increasing and 
multiplying their tremendous inheritances. 

Their real estate holdings included some of 
New York’s finest business and residential prop- 
erties as well as tenement house areas. 

The brothers, with combined wealth of $140.- 
000,000 and little to do but watch-it grow, aban- 
doned somewhat the rigid economy of their ances- 
tors. tobert bought .a sumptuous yacht and 
both bought mansions at Newport. 


OBERT married Harriette Louise Warren, 
daughter of a rich New York corporation law- 
yer, and they had two children, Robert Walton 
Goelet, and Beatrice Goelet, who died in 1902. 

Ogden’s wife was the former May Wilson, 
daughter of Richard T. Wilson, railroad pioneer 
and banker, and sister of Mrs. Cornelius Vander- 
bilt. Their children were Robert and May, the 
present Duchess of Roxburghe. 

By now Goelet was a hallowed name. The 
ironmonger’s descendants were first people in 
New York and Newport society. Yet -for all this 
opulence and pride of family, theirs was for the 
first time a house divided against itself. 

The two wives tilted incessantly for social ad- 
vantage. Mrs. Robert Goelet built the Imperial 
Hotel and Mrs. Ogden Goelet gave the now famous 
gardenia party at Newport and scored an im- 
pressive triumph when her daughter, May, 
married the Duke of Roxburghe. 

Their rivalry and open dislike for each other 
continued long after each was a widow (Ogden 
Goelet died in 1897 and Robert in 1899) and the 
petticoat ruler of her side of the family. 

With the death of his sister, Robert Walton 
Goelet inherited the entire fortune of his father, 
Robert. 

Hie also inherited his mother’s dislike for the 
Ogden Goelets and called himself Bertie, to dis 
tinguish himself from cousin Robert. Like so many 
of his golden ancestors, Bertie married money. 

Hlis wife was Anne Guestier, whose father was 
one of France’s wealthiest wine merchants. 

Bertie died in 1941, leaving his widow, a daugh- 
ter, Beatrice, and three sons, Robert G., Francis 
and John. 

It took Cousin Robert, son of Mrs. Ogden 
Goelet, a long time to qualify as the ruler of his 
Side of the family. Most of the joy that brimmed 
Mrs. Goelet’s cup when her daughter married the 
Duke of Roxburghe was spilled over trying to 
manage the domestic affairs of her only son. 

Robert was barely out of Harvard when he 
met and married beautiful Elsie Whelen. Ogden 
and Peter Goelet were born and the dowager 
Mrs. Ogden Goelet was visioning her daughter- 
in-law as the eventual ruler of Newport) society 
when the couple parted. Elsie got her decree 
in 1914 and married Henry Clews, Jr. 


LITTLE later Robert met Mme. Fernanda 

Rocchi. Riabouchinsky, Italian-born wife of a 
wealthy Russian. Fernanda divorced her husband 
and married the love-struck Goelet heir. 

Mother Goelet refused to meet her new daugh- 
ter-in-law. and marshalled the whole weight of 
her influence to block the couple socially. 

Her one-woman blitzkreig was still in Yorce 
when Robert Goelet, Jr., was born. At last, 
Fernanda left for Europe and a Paris divorce in 
1924. She is now the Duchess of Villarosa. 

A year later, on September 24, 1925, Robert 
married a Newport town girl, Roberta Willard. 
Mrs. Ogden Goelet, claiming a heart attack, stayed 
away from the nuptials. This marriage lasted and 
the Goelets have a daughter, Mary .Eleanor. 

Mrs. Ogden Goelet died in 1929 at the age of 
73 and control of her husband’s vast fortune 
and the lives and destinies of the family descended 
to thrice-married Robert. 

With the inheritance came two headaches. One 
is his son, Robert, Jr., society’s hep-cat drummer, 
who has already wound up his first stormy 
marital venture. The other, of course, is his son, 
Ogden, whose third is now in receivership. 

Otherwise, everything’s in place. The Ogden 
Goelet wealth is still in careful hands,

HAT’S the price you may 
have to pay for insomnia? 
Prof. David B. Tyler, oi 
California Institute of Tech- 
Pasadena, caused experi 
mental insomnia in 600 normal pe 
sons, keeping them continuously) 
awake for as long as 112 hours, be 
tween four and five days. 

Dr. Tyler found that wakefulness 
produced hardly any change in the 
chemistry of the blood and in the 
functioning of the vital organs. Hear. 
ing and vision were slightly impaired. 
The ability to do skillful work, such 
as typewriting, remained, but Ssus- 
tained effort became more and more 
diffieult with the vigil. . 

The loss of sustained effort was 
due to drowsiness, and it was partly 
counteracted by giving the volun- 
teers benzedrine, “pep pills,” that re. 
vives alertness. 

Study of the electrical brain waves 
showed that in insomnia the brain 
uses up energy, as in mental activity.

Insomnia means useless waste of 
brain energy. In a few cases, how- 
ever, severe and serious mental dis- 
turbances occurred during the period 
of wakefulness. 

These persons began to have illu- 
sions, hallucinations, extreme irrita- 
bility, other symptoms resembling 
those of “acute schizophrenia,” a 
common form of insanity. 

This investigation shows clearly 
that insomnia, even in normal per- 
sons, uses up brain power and, some- 
times, causes mental chaos. The 
treatment of chronic insomnia de- 
pends upon whether or not the suf- 
fering person is sick physically or 
mentally or in both ways. The root 
illness has to be treated. 

When the physician finds no brain 
tumor or any other brain disease, 
high blood pressure, stomach, _in- 
testinal, kidney or other ailment, in- 
somnia is attributed to psychological 
factors —- worry, anxiety, emotional 
conflicts. 

The trouble is that an otherwise 
normal, healthy person has some of 
his wishes thwarted; these curbed, 
repressed wishes rise up at night 
and start to play havoc with the 
brain, banishing sleep. 

Psychiatric aid is needed if the 
troublesome repressed wishes cannot 
be allayed by conscious attitude and 
simple methods of keeping the mind 
at rest and the body muscles relaxed 
at night. 

Taking a tepid bath, drinking a 
cupful of warm milk, eating very 
lightly in the evening, not arguing 
or indulging in mental effort before 
retiring may induce drowsiness. 

Hypnotic suggestion helps some 
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people in learning to relax and sleep. 
But no one should take sleeping pills 
and powders except when prescribed 
by a physician, under special circum- 
stances. Otherwise hypnotic drugs 
are dangerous; for such medicines 
increase, rather than decrease, the 
emotional trouble which is at the 
root of most insomnia. Their use 
becomes “habitual,” which is most 
damaging, and may even lead to 
suicide, 


Hodgkin's Disease Fatal 

Hodgkin's disease is incurable and 
fatal. It may begin with inflamma- 
tion of the lymph glands, say in the 
neck. Then mysteriously it spreads 
to other organs and tissues. Using 
X-rays and injecting nitrogen mus- 
tards, physicians give temporary re- 
lief, but the patient dies. 

The disease can occur at any ages, 


particularly between 20 and 40, the 
prime of life. For science, its special 
interest lies in the fact that it bor- 
ders on both cancer and infection. 
It might be partly, or mainly, caused 
by some virus, although it is not con- 
tagious; but, like cancer, it produces 
tumors. 

In order to find its cause and 
cure, the Hodgkin's Disease Research 
Foundation has been established, 
with headquarters at St. Vincent’s 
Hospital, New York, and a national 
drive for funds is headed by Mrs. 
Frank C. Henderson, who aims to 
raise $2,000,000 this year. 

Research will be directed by such 
eminent medical scientists as Dr. 
Herman Hoster, of Ohio State Uni- 
versity, Dr. Thomas Rivers of the 
Rockefeller Institute, Prof. Robert 
Chambers of New York University, 
Dr. Antonio Rottino of St. Vincent's 


Hospital, Dr. Lloyd Craver of the 
Memorial Hospital, New York. 

[It may show the way to the cure 
not only of Hodgkin's Disease but 
also of caricer and leukemia. 


Cancer Test Studied 


Drs. Howard H. Beard, Bernard 
Halperin and Samuel H, Libert, of 
the Chicago Medical School, have 
found that the kidneys of cancer pa- 
tients excrete some substance which, 
being injected into rats, causes se- 
vere symptoms. The gonads and 
spleens of these animals become 
swollen in three to four days—a 
quick test reaction. 

From normal persons no such 
chemical was obtained. If the test 
turns out to be sound, it may greatly 
help in early diagnosis and treatment 
of cancer, and even in the discovery 
of a specific cure or cures.

High tension people react  in- 
tensively, low tension people respond 
mildly, to any life situation. Even 
when not acting the muscles have a 
tension, a basic “tonus,” different in 
different persons. Just as_ violin 
strings have to be tuned neither too 
much nor too little, so the tonus 
should be just right for best health 
and balanced life. 

Dr. Edmund Jacobson of Chicago 
believes that high tension activity 
sometimes ‘leads to high blood pres- 
sure, insomnia, other troubles; by 
teaching people to “relax,” so that . 
muscle tonus is lowered, relief can 
be given. For measuring  tonus 
simply and quickly, Prof. R. W. 
Gerard of the University of Chicago 
has invented a special device. 


Measles Being Curbed 


Gamma Globulin, a protein sub- 
stance obtained from pooled human 
blood plasma by Prof. Edwin Cohn 
of Harvard, is being used by Dr. 
Geoffrey Edsall, of the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, to im- 
munize infants against measles. 

A large dose prevents the disease 
for a month. A smaller dose allows 
the disease to develop, but very 
mildly, so that natural immunity, 
which may last for years, is de- 
veloped. Such modified measles lead 
to no harmful complications.

UST when Jean Baptiste Troppmann .got his 
J infamous idea would be a difficult matter 

to determine. 

It is quite possible that the notion simmered 
around in the back of his mind for many months. 
Perhaps he required only the right circumstances, 
especially the right “partner” to get going. 

In Roubaix, France, in August, 1869, the proper 
set of circumstances presented themselves. 

There and at that time, Troppmann found a 
puppet who met his specifications. 

But something went wrong. Troppmann’s 
error was not in misjudging human nature. He 
erred in not taking into account the exasperating 
complexity and rigidity of French red tape. 

Small, hard-muscled Jean Baptiste, at 20, had 
lived an unusual boyhood and youth, and had 
developed into a strange and dangerous person. 

The family lived in Cernay, Alsace. The father, 
Joseph, had a knack for invention but none for 
business. Life was a struggle all the time. 

Jean, youngest of a large brood, became the 
mother’s favorite because he was smal! and frail. 
Other members of the family resented this atti-

tude. The father thrashed him whenever he could 
find an excuse. Other boys picked on him. 

The youngster developed into an habitual liar, 
aloof and secretive, who regarded life and the 
world with unabating malignity. Also, he em- 
barked on a campaign to conquer his physical 
weakness. In thi§S he succeeded—he became a 
bundle of steel. 

In 1863, when he was 14, Jean Baptiste quit 
school to work for his father. On the side, he 
studied chemistry, more or less secretly; and it is 
recorded that he discovered a most effective and 
difficult-to-trace poison. 

The industrial revolution speeded up, with the 
result that Troppmann Sr. began getting numer- 
ous orders for a weaving device he had invented. 

In July, 1869, an order from Paris requested 
installation by one of Troppmann’s own experts, 
so Jean was dispatched on this job. A _ few 
weeks later he was in Roubaix, which is to the 
north near Lille, on a) similar assignment. 

It was in Roubaix that he made the acquain- 
tance of the Kinck family. 

The head of this family was Jean Kinck, a 
well-to-do brushmaker who also hailed from Al- 
sace. Kinck, who liked to put his money to quick 
and effective use, recognized young ‘Troppmann 
had a head on his shoulders and a not over- 
conventional sense of business morality. 

“He’s a bright young man, with ideas,” Kinck 
told his wife, immersed in the upbringing of five 
sons and a daughter ranging in ages from two 
to 15 years. 

“Very good ideas. He has a fine sense of how 
to make money quickly.” 

Jean Kinck’s eyes gleamed and he rubbed his 
hands with approval, and perhaps anticipation. 

The nub of Troppmann’s idea was to win 
Kinck’s compliance to a scheme not within the 
law. Two components of the idea were to get 
Kinck away from hi8 vigilant wife; and to pro- 
pose a shady project which would supposedly 
function in a region where Kinck was not known. 

Once having aroused the brushmaker’s cupid- 
ity, Troppmann confided that friends of his had

been cleaning up a fortune via a most ingenious 
machine for the fabrication of spurious coins. 

This machine had been turning out coins in an 
old and apparently abandoned chateau at Herren- 
fluch, Alsace, the young man went on. 

“The operators have been so fantastically suc- 
cessful,” he told his avid listener, “that they now 
wish to retire from business. Indeed, they have 
made more money than they know what to do 
with—and by that I mean real money. I believe 
they would sell the plant for 5,000 francs.” 

Kinck agreed such a price was attractive. 

Within a week, he left Roubaix alone. He 
carried two handbags, a roll of ready cash, and 
some blank checks. He followed a circuitous 
route mapped by Troppmann, who had previously 
departed to arrange the deal. Kinck told his wife 
that he would make his headquarters at Gueb- 
willer, his birthplace in Alsace. 

“Soon we will be very rich,” he added. 

As arranged, Kinck rejoined Troppmann at 
Bollwiller, a village situated between and close 
by Guebwiller and Cernay, home of the Tropp- 
mann family. They ate together at a small cafe, 
then headed for the chateau where the miraculous 
coin-making machine was presumably turning 
out counterfeit money day and night. 


ROPPMANN carried a bottle of wine. But wine 

was not the only ingredient of its contents. 

That same evening, Aug. 25, Jean Baptiste 
Troppmann arrived “home unexpectedly. He 
seemed to have acquired somewhat more self- 
reliance than he had previously possessed. 

He had also acquired a new watch and a sizZa- 
ble wad of cash. 

Several days later, Mme. Kinck received a 
letter.* It had been written by Troppmann, the 
latter explained, at Kinck’s dictation, for Kinck 
appeared to have sustained a temporarily crip- 
pling injury to his writing hand. Enclosed was 
a check for 5,500 francs, bearing Kinck’s signa- 
ture, drawn on the Caisse Commerciale Bank, 
where Kinck had an account. 

The letter instructed Mme. Kinck to cash the 
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check at once and forward the cash to the post 
office at Guebwiller. There he would pick up 
the package and proceed to consummate the deal 
which was to bring them great riches. 

Mme. Kinck did as she was told. A few days 
later Jean Baptiste presented himself at the 
Guebwiller post office and represented himself to 
be Jean Kinck, Jr., the son of Jean Kinck. 

The package of money was there—sealed. 

“IT can hand it over to you, M. Kinck—imme- 
diately,” said the postmaster. 


Mu Alt that is necessary,” he continued, “is that 
you prove you are”—he perused the address 
on the envelope—‘“the son of M. Jean Kinck.” 
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“But of course!” exclaimed Troppmann. 

Forthwith he produced various private papers. 
These appeared to prove that the claimant was 
indeed Jean Kinck, Jr. 

“You will see, sir, that these papers offer con- 
clusive evidence that I am Jean Kinck, and the 
rightful owner of the package,” said Troppmann. 

“Hm,” said the postmaster. “No doubt, sir, no 
doubt. Er—I’m afraid there is further difficulty.” 

“Really?” said Troppmann, trying to contain 
himself. “What might that be?” 

“You would have to have legal authority.” 

“What! Explain, if you will!” 

“We would require you to have legal authority 
to receive this piece of mail which is addressed 
to your father.” 

“Legal authority!” he exclaimed. “But of 
course! Why not? Certainly I shall present legal 
authority! I—er--merely wished to avoid an 
annoying delay.” 

Several more days passed, then ‘Troppmann re: 
appeared at the post office, bearing a legal docu- 
ment which authorized him to receive all letters 
and packages addressed to Jean Kinck. 

“This should prove satisfactory,” he said. 

“Hm,” said the postmaster. 

“I’m afraid there is a further difficulty.” 

Troppmann all but screamed. “What now?” 

“IT don’t like to give you further trouble, sir, 
but you will have to be identified by a member of 
your father’s family residing in this community.” 

“Oh, yes,” he agreed. “Most important—-most 
important indeed. Unfortunately—” 

“Unfortunately, sir? Just what do you mean?” 

“TI mean, Mr. Postmaster, that—-er—that I

do not speak.” 
The postmaster nodded. “Too 


‘bad. In that’ case I have no further 


suggestion to offer.” 

At this junction, an_ elderly 
peasant woman, who had caught 
the drift of the conversation, stated 
that she had never heard of Jean 
Kinck having a son named after 
him. 

This interjection disconcerted 
Troppmann much more than any 
previous set-back. 

“And who might you be?” he 
stammered. 

The woman shrugged. “Just one 
who knows the Kincks, good sir.” 

Troppmann managed a smile. “TI 
am generally known as Emile,” 
he glibly explained, “but I was 
christened Jean Emile. I shall fetch my father 
to prove it.” ; 

The woman apologetically said she hadn't 
known about that. She seemed quite convinced. 

Troppmann stalked out of the office. 

He had the imagination to realize that he had 
‘gotten himself into a very precarious situation. A 
whisper of gossip in this village might cost him 
his life. If Mme. Kinck became suspicious... .!! 

He would have to revise his arrangements. 

That same August night, he journeyed to Paris. 
Twenty-four hours later he took the night train 
to Lille, and the next morning he wrote a letter 
to Mme. Kinck, enclosing a check for 500 francs 
forged in the name of her husband. This letter, 
too, had supposedly been dictated by Kinck. 

It stated that he (Kinck), being unable to get 
away from Paris, had commissioned Troppmann 
to collect the money held at the post office in 
Guebwiller, and that the reason for this change in 
plans would be explained by Troppmann in per- 
son. The letter mentioned that the young me- 
chanic-chemist m Cernay had put him (Kinck) 
in the way of half a million francs. 

“IT wish all of you with the exception of Gus- 
tave to join me in Paris,” the letter continued. “T 
wish Gustave to proceed to Guebwiller and obtain 
the money at the post office. To do so, he must 
use the enclosed procuration, which will have to 
be signed by the mayor of Roubaix.” 

Troppmann rushed back to Paris and registered 
at the Gard du Nord Hotel as Jean Kinck. 

Meanwhile, at Roubaix, matters were not pro- 
ceeding according to plan. ' 

The mayor, for one thing, seemed in no hurry 
to sign the procuration. This greatly distressed 
Gustave Kinck, eldest of the sons, for he had 
been much thrilled by the prospect of visiting 
his father’s native Alsace. Indeed, he became so 
impatient that his mother sent him to visit his 


-aunt Roller at Guebwiller until the all-important 


document should arrive. 

The procuration, duly signed by the mayor, 
arrived at the Kinck home, and Mme. Kinck, who 
was illiterate, had it readdressed. Through a 
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misunderstanding, was readdressed, not to 
Gustave but to eneet Delivery in Guebwiller. 
Mme. Kinck advised her son that the document 
would be delivered to the Roller home. 


EEDLESS to say, it was not delivered there. 
Im Guebwiller, Gustave received a ‘etter, 
signed with his father’s name, instructing him to 
collect the money and proceed to Paris. He wired 
back that he was still waiting for the document. 
Troppmann now wired Mme. Kinck to remain 
in Roubaix until another procuration had been 
signed and dispatched to Gustave. 

On top of that, Gustave, who had become 
bored with lolling about the Roller home, wired 
his father at the Gard du Nord that he was 
leaving for Paris. Troppmann frantically wired 
back that he must remain in Guebwiller. 

But Gustave had already left. 

By this time the Great Idea had gotten out 
of hand. 

Troppmann met Gustave at the railroad station 
on Sept. 17. At his instruction, the boy wired his 
mother to leave for Paris on the following Sunday, 
taking all her papers with her. 

A few hours later, Gustave Kinck accompanied 
Troppmann out to Pantin Plain, a_ sparsely 
inhabited region on the outskirts of town. 

When Troppmann returned, he returned alone. 

On Sunday, Sept. 19, the remaining members 
of the Kinck family—Mme. Kinck, Emile, Henri, 
Alfred, Archie, and two-year-old Marie—arrived at 
the Roubaix station in such good time that they 
boarded a train earlier than the one Troppmann 
had specified. 

Consequently no one met them in Paris. 

The family repaired to the Gard 
du Nord hotel. Mme. Kinck learned 
that her husband was registered 
there but was out. She returned 
with the children to the station. 

Troppmann appeared at 10:45 
p. m. He told Mme. Kinck that 
her husband was waiting for her 
at Pantin. 

“T have a cab here which will 
take us all to him,” he said. 

Then he coughed and added in a 
whisper meant only for her, “There 
is need for secretiveness.” 

Installed in the cab, they drove 
past the Flanders Gate, and the 
Quartre Chemins. Finally they 
reached a desolate section of the 
Piantin Plain. Troppmann told the 
cabman to stop. 

Mme. Kinck left the carriage 
with two-year-old Marie in her arms. They dis- 
appeared into the darkness, accompanied by 
Troppmann. 

He returned in about 20 minutes. He remained 
in the shadow of the cab as he paid the fare. 

Then he went off with the four boys. 

a « * 

At about 7. the next morning, a workman 
crossing the fields noticed blood marks on the 
foliage. He saw that they led to a plowed field. 
Then he saw part of a handkerchief half-buried 
in the soil and beheld mounds of earth. 

Soon the police had dug up the bodies of Mme. 
Kinck and the five children. 

Identification of the victims was quickly estab- 
lished via employes of the Gard du Nord hotel. 
Police broadcast a description of “Jean. Kinck”— 
actually a description of Troppmann. 

In Le Havre, where the fugitive hoped to 
board a ship for America, he read about the pre- 
mature exposure of his mass killing. He dared 
not, therefore, attempt to obtain a passport. 

Once again accident decided his fate. . 

A police officer named Ferrand, hearing Tropp- 
mann spinning tall tales in a Le Havre cafe, 
suspected him of being a dock thief and placed 
him under arrest. En route to the police station, 
the prisoner broke loose and leaped into the 
harbor. In so doing he struck his head on a raft, 
and was rescued in a senseless condition. 


ITH a search of his person at the police 
station came his exposure. 

But still he had explanations. He said Gustave 
had killed his mother, four brothers and sister— 
until Gustave’s body was also unearthed in Pantin 
Plain on Sept. 26. 

Then he blamed everything on the father— 
until Jean Kinck’s poisoned body was found on 
Nov. 24 underneath a pile of stones in woods 
between Guebwiller and Bollwiller. 

One thing about Troppmann—he never stopped 
trying. On Jan. 19, 1870, when the blade of the 
guillotine was falling toward his neck, he threw 
his head back in a vain effort to avoid it.

Snip the very 
edge of the steak with scis- 
sors or a sharp knife, cut- 
ting a bit on the bias. Be 
careful not to cut into the 
meat or the juice will leak 
out. 

Wipe the steak with a 
cloth wrung from cold 
water. Meanwhile, have 
the broiler hot and well 
greased. A lukewarm broiler 
causes the steak to sulk in 
its own juices and turns it 
a drab pray instead of a 
crispy brown. Give the 
steak a quick rub with suet 
or fat to prevent broiler 
grids from sticking to the 
lean meat. 

Place rack so steak will 
be 3% to 5 inches from heat.

“JENETIAN blinds have

More and more homes 
are including at least one 
wide “picture” window in 
the plans. A large blind to 
cover the entire window is 
costly and cumbersome.

ODAY’S blinds are made 

of steel, aluminum, wood, 
plastic, or paper. ° 

Enamel finish, baked onto 
metal, is chip resistant and 
rust proof, and available in 
a broad range of colors. 

Wood blinds are avail- 
able at slightly higher cost 
than metal. Cedar or bass- 
wood is used in the finest 
quality wood slat blinds. 

In any wood blind, the 
paint job is of paramount 
importance. If every inch 
of surface is covered with 
a smooth, hard paint, the 
blind should serve for more 
than five years before re- 
finishing is necessary. 

Paper blinds, of coated 
cardboard, are inexpensive, 
but require frequent re. 
placement.

up and down, and also

Blinds can be held in 
place by hold-down brackets 
or side-guide channels into 
which the slats fit.
